Third— That beginning wlt^ tha 
aaeosd moath attar Mith aad It tho 
mother keeps her child by her and 
feeds It herself a grant ot sixty 
francs a month be made for eleven 
consecutive months. In the case of 
widows or unmarried mothers the 
grant should be lacrsssad to 12o 
trsaes ssd donbiad or trlplsd sseord- 
lag to the anmher ot ehlldron. 

Pointing out that In many cases 
mothers are often unable to have or 
can not afford proper medical atten- 
tion in their homes. Professor Pinard 
proposes that homee be founded out 
In tha aosatry whore woMsn would 
be admlttad troa five msaths before 
childbirth.

Oil be- 
fon. the leather dries. Wipe Off the 
surplus oil before using. 

Leather In the past haa been so 
pleatlful^and cheap In this country 
that people have not learned to take 
care of such m-.itorlals properly. 
Leather in time will lose its oils and 
hecdiue stiff ami weak, whereas if 
kept well oiled it will last indefinite- 
ly. Mineral oil is not so good for 
No one would-^leather as animal oil, though It is bet- 
ter than nothing.

Cowpea hay is an excellent forage 
for all kinds of stmk Kven the 
straw obtained froln thrnahing the 
peas for seod- la a valuable stock feed.

The best quality Is produced 
and the hay cures most readily If the 
Tines are cut when most of the pods 
are full grown and a considerable 
part of them matured.
